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THE  HAMBURG  APPLE  I/AHZET 

Inquiry  was  dull  for  American  apples  on  the  Hamburg  auction  Thursday, 
February  4,  according  to  a  cable  from  Ered  A.  Motz,  Erait  Specialist  in  Europe 
for  the  Eoreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Prices  for  sound  barreled  stock  were  about  the  same  as  last  week  but 
boxed  values  were  generally  lower.    The  condition  of  the  New  York  barreled  ap- 
ples and  the  boxed  apples  was  good  but  barreled  Romes  and  Staymans  were  in  var- 
iable condition.    The  latter  made  very  low  prices.    About  4,100  barrels  and 
53,000  boxes  were  offered  at  the  auction  this  week  against  5,500  barrels  and 
55,-000  boxes  last  week  and  5,500  barrels,  2,700  baskets  and  61,000  boxes  at  this 
time  last  year.     Supplies  of  the  individual  barreled  varieties  were  light  and 
boxes  moderate.    The  majority  of  the  Oregon  Newtowns  was  withdrawn  from  the  auc- 
tion because  of  unsatisf actory  prices.    Conversions  were  made  at  par  of  exchange 
or  23.8  cents  to  the  mark.
